Butter also reduces the necessity for skim- 
ming. | 

Never stir scum into the jam. As it 
rises it should be removed with care, and, 
while fresh, it may be used for flavouring 
puddings. 

Jam jars require to be perfectly clean 
and heated before use. Should the 
mixture _ over the sides, it comes off 
sig easily if wiped while the jar is still 
100. 

Transparent covers, held in place with 
rubber bands, are ideal for quick covering. 
Labelling and dating is important, and the 
place of storage should be cool and dry. 

Those who refuse to make jam will 
appreciate this method of preserving our 
most treasured fruit, the strawberry :— 
Take perfectly ripe berries, and place 
immediately in dry, wide-mouthed bottles. 
Sprinkle the fruit with sugar as the bottles 
are filled to the neck. Cover the fruit 
with sherry and cork securely. Serve in 
winter-time with whipped cream,

THREE WEEKS' HOLIDAY 
DEMAND 


The conferen-e of representatives, of the 
Irish Free State mental hospital staffs was 
continued at 35 Pareell square, Dublin, yes- 
terday.
